In 1855 when Congress voted a 
large sum of money to purchase 
camels and import Arab drivers 
to train such animals in Texas 
and the American West, the nit- 
pickers of that time were enraged 
at such a waste of money on such 
a fool experiment. Jefferson Da- 
vis, when secretary of war in 1853, 
proposed the purchase of camels. 
He lobbied it through, and in 
February of 1856 the first cargo of 
33 camels and a half dozen driv- 
ers pulled out of Smyrna. They 
were three months on the way. 


The camels went wild with de- 
light on reaching land. They 
dragged drivers about, tangling 


lines and upsetting things in gen- 
eral. In San Antonio the train- 
ing began. Army mule skinners 
were taught to pack and handle 
the animals. 


By June of 1857 Capt. Edward 
F. Beale started out bravely with 
a train of 25 camels, each Car- 
rying a load, of 576 pounds, to lay 
out a wagon road from Ft. Defi- 
ance, Ariz., to the Colorado River. 
By August they were in Albuquer- 
que, the camels trail-hardened 
and fat from eating mesquite 
bush.

CHOU OPPOSED 


The warning of the Russian 
leader took on particular signifi- 
cance as Premier Chou En-lai 
of Communist China tacitly dem- 
onstrated opposition to Soviet pol- 
icy. Chou did not join in the gen- 
eral applause for key sections of 
Khrushchev’s speech. 


The uncongealed cool demeanor 
of the Chinese Communist pre- 
mier, who sat among the hon- 
ored guests on the congress hall 
stage, marred what was to be a 
triumphant day for Khrushchev. 


The Soviet premier put before 
the Congress the draft of the third 
program of his party, which aims 
at creating a Utopian Commu- 
nist society within 20 years and 
at the establishment of Soviet 
world supremacy. Khrushchev de- 
scribed the program as “the 
Communist manifesto of the pres- 
ent epoch.” 


CLAIMS U.S. WILL LAG 
By 1980, according to the pro- 
gram, the Soviet Union will pro- 
duce more than twice as much 
industrial goods as the United 
States and its people will enjoy 
a higher standard of living than 
the American people, 


The last party program was 
presented in 1919 by Lenin. 


During his six-hour speech re- 
viewing the draft program, which 
was published last July, Khru- 
shchev restated his thesis that 
world communism could be 
achieved through “peaceful co- 
existence’ and that the danger of 
a world thermonuclear conflict 
could be averted.

“We do not believe this would 
contribute anything to the efficient 
handling of the authority's busi- 
ness,” he added. 


The council’s request had been 
directed to Turner by Mrs. Eliza 
Paschall, executive director of the 
council, in a letter dated Oct. 12. 


PUBLIC INTEREST CITED 


The Rev. Samuel Williams, 
chairman of the council, said Wed- 
nesday that authority members 
were appointed by elected offi- 
cials and that they administer “‘a 
public service and spend public 

. Any business of the au- 
thority is public business and is 
of concern to .. . all responsible 
citizens of Fulton and DeKalb 
counties.”’ 


The council was one of four 
groups that earlier this month 
presented requests to the author- 
ity regarding desegregation of 
staff and facilities at Grady Hos- 
pital.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
-— The U.N. Political Committee 
overrode Soviet opposition and 
voted Wednesday to give urgent 
consideration to the issue of halt- 
ing nuclear weapons tests. 


Acutal debate will begin Thurs- 
day morning in the 101-nation com- 
mittee. The United States and 
other Western powers are expect- 
ed to assail the Soviet Union for 
its announced plans to cap its cur- 
rent series of atmospheric tests 
with a 530-megaton bomb blast. 


SOVIETS BEATEN 


In two important votes the So- 
viet bloc took a beating. 


By a vote of 83-10 with four 
abstentions the committee decided 
to list as its first item of business 
an Indian proposal for a new 
voluntary moratorium on nuclear 
testing. Only the nine-nation So- 
viet bloc and Cuba voted against. 


Then the committee approved a 
U.S. move to debate simultaneous- 
ly the Indian proposal and a US.- 
British resolution on the urgent 
need for a treaty to end tests 
under effective international con- 
trol 


31 ABSTENTIONS 


The vote was 54-13 with 31 ab- 
stentions. The Soviet Bloc, Cuba, 
Mali, India and Senegal voted no. 
The abstentions were cast mostly 
by noncommitted nations who took 
part in the recent Belgrade con- 
ference. 


Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Valerian A. Zorin immediately de- 
nounced the committee’s decisions. 
Taking the floor after the vote, he 
said the debate “cannot have any 
positive results.” 


He reiterated the Soviet position 
that the nuclear test ban issue 
should be considered only within 
the framework of ‘“‘general and 
complete disarmament.”

Litterbugs on the Atlanta expressway system 
cost thte city more than $172,000 a year as they 
toss three million pounds of debris from auto- 
mobiles. 


Ray Nixon, city construction chief, who works 
two crews averaging 37 men a day, said the 
cost runs approximately $8,500 a mile a year 
for the 20.3-mile-long system. 


The refuse dumped daily on the expressways 
totals four tons, Nixon said, adding: 


“Collecting the cast-off papers; bottles of all 
descriptions, mostly beverages; cans, mostly 
beer; and other refuse is the most costly and 
hardest job in maintaining the system.” 

Nixon’s crews not only remove trash of all 
kinds from the rights-of-way, but also keep the 
grass cut. 


Those Freeway Litterbugs 
Cost City $172,000 a Year 


He pointed out that when the system grows, 
the public must change its habit of tossing out 
debris or his department will have to have more 
money to hire additional help. 


“The rights-of-way could become so unsightly 
as to be downright objectionable,” he said. 


He suggested as a remedy that vehicles be 
provided with bags or other receptacles for 
trash disposal which could be emptied when the 
drivers reach their destinations. 


Nixon said more debris is collected on the 
northeast and northwest legs than other stretches. 


Stafford W. Graydon, city sanitary engineer, 
said his crews sweep the expressways daily, in 
daytime when traffic is lightest. These crews 
also sweep the West By-pass and Northside Drive. 


Graydon estimated this operation costs about 
$500 a year a mile.

Supreme Court

People who have this trouble— 
if it’s really worth calling trouble 
—usually do a certain amount of 
logical experimenting, such as 
blinking the eyes, shifting them 
suddenly from side to side to see 
whether the spot or spots seem to 
move, or trying to focus the eyes 
on something to one side of the 


spots, etc. 


The deceitful little spots seem 
to have a habit of staying in the 
same position, more or less, de- 
spite how we shift the eyes. Some- 
times they disappear. Sometimes 
we get interested in whatever we 
are looking at, and forget all 
about them. Until we happen to 
notice them again. 


These “‘floaters’’ are changes 
which occur in the vitreous (liquid 
interior) portion of the eye as we 
grow older. That is, they may or 
they may not. 


They are a nuisance if you 
worry about them; otherwise they 
don’t amount to a hill of beans.

I frequently receive letters asking about “vitreous 
floaters” in the eye—those little spots that seem to drift 
around in the field of vision.

Plans Told 


The first phase in the building 
plans for a $4 million expansion 
program at Georgia State Col- 
lege will include a variety of 
things from two levels of indoor 
parking to administrative offices 
and recreation rooms. 


Dr. William M. Suttles, dean 
of students, explained that the 
first phase consists of a $1.5 
million multi-purpose building, 
with construction to begin within 
six to eight months. 


INDOOR PARKING 


Dr. Suttles said that the first 
building would house two levels of 
indoor parking. One on Decatur 
Street and the other on Courtland. 


Dean Suttles also said a student 
lounge, a student bookstore; a 
cafeteria and dining room, rec- 
reation rooms, a chapel, the 
placement office, offices for the 
dean of men and the dean of 
women, the student newspaper 
and annual, and various meeting 
and conference rooms would go 
into the new building. 


He said the moving of sorority 
and fraternity rooms and other 
activities to the multi 
structure would allow for more 
classroom and library space in 
the Ivey Street building and the 
library on Gilmer Street. 


MONEY AVAILABLE 


“We started this particular 
phase of the building first,” he 
said, “because that was about 
the amount of money we have 
available.”’ 


The State Board of Regents 
announced a week ago that the 
new construction for Georgia 
State was to be moved forward 
immediately. 


Dr. Suttles said that the con- 
struction of the second phase of 
the building program, finishing 
the planned program, would in- 
clude gymnasium and auditorium, 
an Olympic-size indoor swimming 
pool, handball, volleyball, and 
basketball courts, and an area for 
stage productions and concerts.

1962 Car Sales Run 
Well Ahead of 1961 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Early returns on 1962 model car sales in the 
Atlanta area so far this month indicate a substantial 
increase over new model volume at the same time 
last year. 


Available figures are not strictly comparable. 


But they could well be the first sign of the long-awaited upturn 
in consumer spending, 


Many economists, puzzled by prolonged con- 
sumer indifference in the face of general eco- 
nomic recovery during recent months, hold that 
public reaction to the auto industry’s new models 
will be an important clue to the probable direc- 
tion of consumer behavior in the months ahead. 


And if new model registrations in Fulton 
County during the first half of October are a 
reliable sign, the consumer spending outlook here 
appears favorable. 


A check of county records Wednesday showed 
that 1962 model registrations from Oct. 1-17 
totaled 851. 


That represented an increase of 34 per cent over the 635 total 
of 1961 models registered in the same period last year, but the 
actual gain may be somewhat smaller.

In general, new model introductions came a little earlier this 
year than last, so the selection was bigger sooner. 


At the same time, however, two of the Big Three auto makers 
lost considerable production time due to strikes this year, so their 
dealers have not been as well stocked with new models as they 
were last fall.

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SAVANNAH SHKarvOD FAVORITES IN THEIR SUNDAY BEST

It's a culinary impossibility to capture 
the atmosphere of seafood, without first 
making a trip to the seashore. 


Early on a summer or autumn morning 

long before the sun begins to show his 
face—shrimp trawlers set out to sea to 
catch those unusual little shellfish. 


Fishermen start their day early in fishing 
vessels ‘and men in small boats begin to 
make their regular visits to secluded spots 
where traps are set for crab, lobster and 
many other familiar seafoods. 


Around Savannah,’ however, shrimp is 
the principal activity. ‘And when the shrimp 
boats come into view, everyone is happy 
and gay—just like in the song,” said Ann 
Roberts of Savannah. 


Ann is interested in good food and she 
also likes to take full advantage of ail 
shortcuts. Crab crepes are one of her many 
specialties. She takes a package of de- 
hydrated potatoes, evaporated milk, a few 
other ingredients and creates an exciting 
hatter to coat the crab meat chunks. Then 
the chiinks are dropped into hot oil and 
deep fried. 


Some prefer the flat, round crepe which 
resembles a pancake, topped with curried 
crab and rolled up. They, too, are delight- 
ful, 


If you're planning a party, you may be 
interested in serving the Curried Crab 
Crepes or the Crab Crepes that Ann 
prepared. 


CURRIED CRAB CREPES 


I lb. crab meat 

] tsp. curry powder 

2 tbsp. minced onion 
14 cup butter, melted 

2 tbsp. cornstarch 

2 cups chicken bouillon 
’e cup light cream 

12 warm crepes 


Saute onion in butter until tender. Blend 
in curry powder and cornstarch. Add 
bouillon slowly and stir until thick. Add 
cream and crab meat. Spoon crab meat 
on crepes; fold over ends of crepes. Serve 
with remaining curry.

Not too many years ago, those who were 
landlocked seldom received fresh seafood 
and much of it was of an inferior quality. 
With the improvement of freezing proce- 
dures, today, inlanders enjoy the same 
refreshing seafood flavor that the salt- 
water lovers have grown accustomed to 
through the years. 

Much of the shrimp is peeled, cleaned, 
prepared and frozen at Trade Winds Com- 
pany in Thunderbolt. After this procedure, 
a large percentage is breaded and frozen. 
Hands quickly zip a knife down the back 
of the shrimp and it is spread flat, forming 
the “‘butterfly’’ shrimp. 

The breaded morsels go through a liquid 
formula followed by a bread coating.

Deviled Crab Tops 


As the authentic Japanese 
devil mask in the background 
indicates, this is a new version 
of that extremely popular sea- 
food dish — deviled crabmeat. 


Using canned Japanese king 
crabmeat because of its sweet, 
fresh-from-the-sea flavor and 
the giant-sized chunks of crab 
in each can, “devil” it with 
onions, green peppers, mustard, 
Worcestershire sauce (or genu- 
ine Japanese soy salice), and 
salt and pepper.
